reckoned  from  the  Day  on  which  the  Recruit  sliould  have  been 
attested,  if  he  should  have  stated  himself  to  be  then  of  the  Age  of

And  whereas  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Session  holden  in  the  Twelfth 
12 &  13 Vict,  and  Thirteenth  Years  of  Her  Majesty,  Chapter  Seventj'-three,  "to 
"  limit  the  Enlistment  in  the  Artillery  and  other  Ordnance  Corps,"  it 
was  enacted,  that  during  the  last  Six  Months  of  the  Term  of  limited 
Service  for  which  a  Soldier  should  have  first  engaged  to  serve  in  the 
Artillery  or  other  Ordnance  Corps,  or  after  the  Completion  of  such 
Term,  he  might,  if  approved  by  his  Commanding  Officer  or  other 
competent  military  Authority  as  a  fit  Person  to  continue  in  Her 
Majesty's  Service  as  a  Soldier,  be  re-engaged  to  serve  for  the  further 
Term  of  Nine  Years  :  And  whereas  by  reason  of  Directions  contained 
in  Schedules  to  the  said  first-recited  Act,  for  filling  up  Blanks  in  the 
Forms  of  Questions  to  be  put  to  Recruits  on  enlisting,  it  is  appre- 
hended that  it  may  not  be  lawful  to  enlist  Persons  to  serve  as  Soldiers
